PREFACE 


The  effort  of  searching-  for  data  and  information,  began 
in  A.  D.,  1901,  to  get  a  Genealogical  record  of  names,  date  of 
birth,  marriage  and  deaths  of  the  decendants  of  Peter  Forney 
and  wife,  Ann,  daughter  of  John  Smith. 

The  hook  contains  almost  a  complete  record  of  the  oldest 
son  Abraham,  the  second  son  Peter  only  in  part  as  traces  on 
some  of  them  were  soon  lost  and  of  the  daughters  some 
were  only  traced  to  their  marriage  and  no  further  record. 
Also  a  part  genealogy  of  John  Forney,  Cacalico  Township, 
Lancaster  County  and  Summerset  County,  Pennsylvania. 

The  historical  part  is  very  meager  as  there  was  very 
little  record  at  hand  to  obtain  information.

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THE  IMMIGRANTS  AND  THEIR  DESCENDANTS  ON 

THE  OLD  HOMESTEAD 

The  first  pioneer  of  the  name  Forney  who  became  a 
permanent  yeoman  in  that  part  of  the  country  which  is  now 
West  Earl  Township,  Lancaster  C  ounty,  Pennsylvania,  was 
I ’tier  Farnia. 

There  is  no  definite  record  obtained  when  he  landed  in 
America  but  it  must  have  1  ecu  before  the  time  the  demand 
was  made  that  all  male  immigrants  of  the  aye  of  sixteen 
years  and  over  should  register  in  Philadelphia  and  take  the 
oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain  and  to  the 
Province  of  Pennsylvania.  Mis  name  does  not  appear  in  this 
register  nor  is  the  name  of  his  father-in-law,  John  Smith, 
recorded  hi  the  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Voh  17.  Second  Se¬ 
ries  which  began  “PI  1  ILIYA  YE  iSSEPT’BRE.  1727.”  Some 
ship  loads  including  male,  lemale  and  children  were-  all  reg¬ 
istered  and  their  ages  n.  corded.  The  borne  vs  must  have 
landed  at  some  earlier  time,  probably  as  larlv  a>  i  7  jo. 

Traditions  gives  it  that  the  Smiths,  bornevs  and  Car- 
penters  were  always  close  friends  and  that  thev  were  rela¬ 
tives  when  in  Bern,  Switzerland.  'This  we  know — thev  were 
intimate  friends  and  were  very  much  intermarried  in  Amer¬ 
ica.  .There  is  a  belief  that  they  came  to  Cocalico  C  reek  soon 
alter  or  with  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Ilcnrv  Carpenter  to  Earl 
Township.  “Rupp’s  History”  gives  it  that  Carpenter  came 
the  second  time  to  .America  accompanied  bv  his  tamilv  i:i 
1706  and  first  settled  in  Germantown,  Pa.,  and  came  to  Lan¬ 
caster  County  in  1717.  Some  of  the  first  settlers  squatted  on 
some  land  and  paid  a  small  rent  and  later  made  a  request  for 
a  land  grant  and  survey.  There  were  requests  of  the  above 
names  in  this  order:  Mr.  Carpenter  for  600  acres  on  “ye  North 
branch  of  Contestoga  Creek”  (Cocalico)  June  19,  1726;  next 
record  Peter  Forney,  January  19,  1733,  for  warrant  and  sur¬ 
vey  of  286  acres  April  10,  1733  and  also  warrants  and  survey 
for  John  Smith  on  the  same  dates  for  300  acres.  Carpenter 
got  a  warrant  on  October  31,  1733,  survey'  December  2,  173^ 
for  1550  acres.  Forney  got  his  deed  March  13,  1738  for  280 
acres  and  six  acres  allowances  to  each  hundred  acres.  These 
three  tracts  of  land  are  joining  to  each  other  along  the  Cocali- 
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co  Creek;  the  price  paid  was  ten  pounds  per  ioo  acres  and  one 
shilling1  quit  rent  per  ioo  acres  yearly. 

Thera  were  a  number  of  requests  for  land  in  this  same 
vicinity  and  adjoining-  these  lands  that  were  made  in  1717  and 
1718  and  they  received  deeds  for  their  land  in  1737  so  they 
were  living-  on  their  land  some  time  before  their  records  ap¬ 
pear  on  the  books. 

The  survey  records  show  a  number  of  adjoining-  owners’ 
names  and  all  the  west  side  was  vacant  land  at  that  time  and 
had  not  been  taken  up  or  applied  for. 


There  was  an  early  tradition  that  three  Korney  brothers 
came  together  to  America,  one  to  Lancaster  County,  one  to 
York  County,  and  the  third  to  Lebanon  C  ount}-  but  all  the 
geneologists  deny  the  statement  as  no  one  was  able  to  recon¬ 
cile  the  three  names  as  belonging  together. 

A  brother  and  two  sisters  of  I’eter  Kornev  followed  him 
from  Kurope,  landing  in  Philadelphia  September  23,  1734,  in 
the  ship  “Hope”  which  sailed  from  Rotterdam.  The  names 
of  the  above  mentioned  persons  were  Christian,  aged  27.  Anna 
Kliza,  aged  23,  Cathrine,  aged  2<).  I’eter  Korney  was  married 
to  Ann,  daughter  of  John  Smith  and  they  had  two  sons  and 
four  daughters.  Abraham,  I’eter,  Barbara,  Anna,  Mary  and 
Susan.  He  built  a  stone  house  with  a  cellar  36  by  44  feet  of 
one  story  with  an  attic  on  the  bank  of  the  C*  colico  Creek  near 
a  spring.  A  small  stone  building  served  as  a  spring  house. 
After  the  timber  was  all  cleared  from  the  land  the  spring 
ceased  to  flow  in  the  spring  home  and  ii  was  ra/cd  in  1017 
but  the  spring  is  now  small  and  lower  down  to  the-  level  of 
the  creek.  A  tradition  was  handed  down  the  line  that  I’eter 
and  his  brother  Christian  were  shearing  sheep;  one  held  the 
sheep  and  the  other  did  the  shearing  of  the  wool.  'The  sheep 
became  unruly  and  kicked  and  this  caused  the  shearer  to  make, 
a  miss  cut  in  his  hand  and  this  gave  rise  to  a  quarrel  between 
the  brothers.  One  ot  them  started  to  run  and  the  other  threw 
the  shears  after  him  hut  the  battle  soon  ended  and  tiny  re¬ 
pented  of  their  anger  toward  each  other,  “made  up”  again 
and  then  said,  “Ya,  ye,  das  Switzer  Blude  hut  sich  gereckt.” 
By  this  expression  we  would  conclude  that  they  came  from 
Switzerland.  Karlier  however,  they  must  have  come  from 
near  Oeneva  in  Province  Ain  in  Krance.  There  is  a  town  by 
the  name  Kerney  in  that  country  which  must  have  derived  its 
name  from  the  inhabitants  with  the  same  appellation.  These 
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people  left  this  town  about  1685  when  the  king  signed  the  re¬ 
vocation  of  the  Relict  of  Nantes  so  they  fled  tinder  the  perse¬ 
cution  as  they  were  Hugenots. 


The  following  is  a  quotation  from  tracings  of  the  ances¬ 
tral  lines  by  Mrs.  Annie  Korney  Finish.  “And  now  w e  may 
mention  tradition  and  some  certain  facts  from  which  we  may 
speculate.  A  great,  great  grand-daughter  of  Peter  Korney 
has  told  the  writer  (A.  K.  15.)  many  times  that  In  r  great  aunts 
told  her  that  the  Forneys  came  from  that  part  of  France 
which  is  near  Geneva.  They  further  were  careful  to  im¬ 
press  upon  her  that  the  Forneys  were  people  of  some  impor¬ 
tance  in  the  old  country.  I11  a  sketch  of  the  Forney  family  of 
North  Carolina  in  Wheeler’s  History  of  that  state  we  learn 
that  they  were  Hugenots;  the  General  IVter  and  Abraham 
Forney  who  served  in  the  Revolution  War  came  from  that 
family  and  the  Hugenot  extraction  is  stated  in  the  account 
of  him  in  Appleton’s  Cyclopedia  of  America  biography  in  a 
local  history  read  by  the  writer  when  she  was  in  Geneva. 
There  is  an  .interesting  account  of  a  Protestant  gentleman, 
Pierre  Chevalier  1  )e  Kerney,  who  lived  in  the  modest  chateau 
afterwards  owned  by  Voltaire  and  w  hose  family  left  France 
and  fled  into  Germany  at  the  time  of  the  great  Hugenot 
exodus.  The  late  John  W.  Kornev  of  Philadelphia,  when  he 
was  in  Paris  in  1875  met  a  Monsieur  Korney  who,  judging  by 
the  number  of  letters  which  he  wrote  and  the  contents 
of  the. same  read  by  the  writer,  seemed  anxious  to  claim  rela¬ 
tionship.  He  writes  among  other  things  that  he  was  from 
Geneva  and  that  he  was  sure  that  the  American**  Forneys 
would  be  glad  to  hear  what  he  had  to  toll  of  the  lamily. 
Whether  the  meeting  ever  took  place  is  not  known.  Mon¬ 
sieur  Forney  died  a  few  years  altcrwards  and  left  hN  for¬ 
tune  to  found  a  library  and  a  school  in  Paris.  The  letters 
just  mentioned  were  sent  to  a  Carpenter  cousin.  The  writ¬ 
er  asked  why  they  were  sent  to  a  Carpenter  and  was  informed 
that  the  Carpenters  and  Forneys  were  related  in  the  old 
country.” 


Jacob  Forney,  the  ancestor  of  the  Southern  Kornevs,  first 
came  to  America  on  the  ship  “Friendship”  and  qualified  Sep¬ 
tember  3,  1739  being  then  18  years  of  age.  See  IVnna.  Arch¬ 
ives  Vol.  17.  Sec.  Series  P.  19J.  lie  remained  some  vears  and 
returned  to  his  old  home  to  procure  his  legacy  of  his  deceased 
ancestors  and  returned  to  America  on  the  ship  “St.  Andrews/4 
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and  qualified  in  Philadelphia  on  September  23,  1752.  See 
Penna.  Archives  Vol.  17  P.  357,  Sec.  Series.  He  was  “reg¬ 
istered  as  sick.”  Tradition  gives  it  that  there  was  a  love 
story  enacted  while  he  was  sick  aboard.  A  rosy-cheeked, 
buxom  girl,  Maria  Bergman,  a  passenger  on  the  same  ship 
nursed  him  and  this  friendship  resulted  in  a  marriage  soon 
after  the  ship  landed.  Some  think  that  he  was  a  relative  of 
Peter  Forney  as  he  and  his  wife  remained  two  years  in  the 
Cocalico  Creek  district,  Lancaster  County  and  in  1754  went 
on  a  journey  to  Lincoln  County,  North  Carolina  and  on  this 
journey  he  stopped  and  visited  John  Adam  borne v  at  Digg’s 
Choice  now  Hanover,  York  County,  Pa.  The  General  Peter 
and  Abraham  Forney  mentioned  in  Annie  F.  bush’s  notes 
were  sons  of  this  Jacob  Forney. 


Ann,  a  sister  of  Peter  Forney  died  single  in  j  746. 

Of  Cathrine,  also  a  sister,  no  further  record  is  obtained. 


Christian,  a  brother,  lived  in  Warwick  Township  and  ii 
is  believed  that  he  was  a  tanner  by  occupation  as  there  were 
some  tan  vats  and  wooden  water  mains  on  Peter  Forney's 
farm  across  the  Cocalico  Creek,  northwest  of  the  wooden  cov¬ 
ert  d  bridge,  now  a  cement  concrete  bridge  in  W  arwick  town¬ 
ship.  lit*  died  in  1757  and  his  will  mentions  his  wife  Fliza- 
beth  heir  to  all  his  possessions. 

Peter  Forney  died  in  1747  and  had  made  no  will  so  his 
personal  pro]x*rtv  was  appraised  on  Julv  31.  1740  as  £1  10.  8s. od 
and  remained  intact  in  his  wife's  possession  until  she  died  and 
was  then  appraised  on  February  20,  1753  at  £270  .4s  .«)d.  She 
gave  in  her  will  to  her  minor  daughters  Mary  and  Susan  £10 
each  and  the  balance  was  equally  divided  among  all  of  her 
children.  The  real  estate  had  been  appraised  on  the  fifth 
day  of  September  1749  by  (iabrael  Carpenter,  Kudv  Stone, 
John  Landus  and  Jacob  Scnsime.  The  28b  acres  with  two 
buildings  thereon  were  appraised  at  £570  os.  od.  and  the  73 
acres  rough  ground  granted  by  patent  to  John  Smith,  his 
wife’s  share  at  £80.  os.  od,  being  in  the  whole  six  hundred  and 
fifty  pounds  or  about  $8.25  per  acre.  The  confirmation  of  the 
deed  took  place  on  the  12th  of  December  1 754.  The  children 
had  an  equal  share  of  the  proceeds  excepting  Abraham,  the 
oldest  son  according  to  law  took  a  double  share.  The  entire- 
tract  was  transferred  to  Abraham  Forney  who  then  sold  177 
acres  to  his  brother  Peter  Fornev  and  he  then  built  a  stone 
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house  and  other  farm  buildings.  'Hie  farm  is  now  owned  by 
Milton  Royer,  Lancaster,  Pa. 

Abraham  Forney  built  a  hotel  at  the  cross  road  corner  of 
the  Lancaster,  Reading- and  Newport  road  in  1765  which  was 
part  of  the  75  acres,  the  tract  of  the  Smith  patent.  The  Inn 
was  noted  far  and  wide  and  was  known  as  Forney’s  “Wertz- 
house.”  Our  ancestors  have  made  statements  that  the  hotel 
was  kept  and  known  as  a  well  preserved  and  respectable  pub¬ 
lic  house  and  was  handed  down  from  one  generation  to  an¬ 
other  comprising  four  generations  or  one  hundred  and  eight 
years.  Alter  the  death  of  Abraham  Forney,  the  first  pro¬ 
prietor,  the  only  “drinkable”  that  appeared  on  the  inventory 
list  of  the  appraisement  was  about  twentv-five  barrels  of  ci¬ 
der  but  by  this  we  do  not  mean  to  say  that  cider  was  the  sole 
“wet  goods”  sold  as  there  was  usually  a  supph  of  whisky, 
brandy,  rum,  gin  and  wine  on  hand.  Tradition  gave  it  that 
the  “tipers”  of  the  community  came  there  one  evening  for 
the  purpose  of  drinking  the  “Wcrtzhouse  Drucke”.  They 
continued  until  late  into  the  night.  The  proprietor  had  to  go 
to  the  cellar  to  refill  the  bottles  and  remained  .sometime  to 
collect  the  odds  and  ends  of  liquor.  W  hen  he  came  up  from 
the  cellar  lu*  was  asked  why  he  lingered  so  long  and  he  re¬ 
plied  that  he  had  to  roll  a  new  barrel  on  the  lager  and  tap  ii. 
The  drinkers  then  agreed  to  have  one  drink  more  from  the 
new  barrel  and  return  home  since  they  votild  not  carry  <>ut 
their  purpose  to  “drink  the  place  dry.”  This  was  one  ot  the 
proprietor’s  jokes  lor  on  the  next  morning  there  was  not  a 
whole  quart  ot  whisky  on  hand. 

Abraham  Forney,  the  oldest  son  of  Peter  and  Ann  Smith 

Forney  was  born  about  1 7-0.  Me  was  married  to  Kliza- 

'  -t 

both,  daughter  of  Jeremiah  Spurgeon,  and  had  four  sons  and 
three  daughters. 

He  was  a' soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  W  ar  with  three 
of  his  sons,  Abraham,  John  and  Peter.  The  court  records 
at  Lancaster  states  that  he  was  constable  in  17(15  and  having 
appeared  at  the  regular  term  of  court  in  November,  stayed 
long  enough  to  answer  the  roll  and  then  afterwards  absented 
himself  without  permission,  lie  was  fined  ten  shillings  along 
with  twrnlve  other  delinquents.  W  hile  he  served  in  the  war 
the  women  were  the  bar  tenders,  a  service  which  was  not  un¬ 
common  in  those  days.  After  the  war  the  oldest  son,  Abra¬ 
ham,  kept  the  hotel  and  the  father  look*  d  alter  his  larm  as-

was  mustered  out  of  the  Continental  Armv  and  left  a  large 
estate..  The  appraisement  of  his  personal  property  was  £535. 
is.  7cl.  Among-  this  list  was  his  apparel  appraised  at  £15, 
so  from  this  we  would  imagine  that  he  had  some  fine  cloth¬ 
ing.  In  his  will  he  gave  the  hotel  and  farms  to  the  three  old¬ 
est  sons.  One  farm  however,  in  Cumberland  Countv.  of  1  jo 
acres  he  gave  to  Ids  daughter,  Llixabeth,  who  was  married  to 
Michael  Ouigley.  In  the  division  of  promote  Abraham  re¬ 
ceived  the  hotel  farm  and  John  the  homestead  farm  and  lVter 
was  paid  his  share  by  his  brothers  and  went  into  mercan¬ 
tile  business  handhng  grain  and  Hour,  also  speculating  in  the 
buying  and  selling  of  larms,  a  speculation  which  was  very 
risky  irom  1810  t<>  1820.  lie  was  caught  in  the  “slump”  of 
values  of  farm  land  and  failed  and  in  1820  appointed  a-  his 
assignees  ids  brother,  John  borne v  and  his  -on  Kmanmd  Kor¬ 
nev.  Ihit  betore  the  estate  was  settled  his  brother  died  and 

t 

his  son,  Kmanuel,  moved  to  Lebanon  County,  La.,  and  tin.*  es¬ 
tate  was  then  settled  by  his  nephew',  Levi  bornev,  and  it  paid 
out  .33542  per  cent'  lie  never  recovered  financially  and  I10 
was  later  supported  by  his  nephews  and  died  at  the*  home  of 

Levi  Forney  in  1837.  1 1  is  wife  was  Ann . ,  and  his 

children  were  lVter,  Kmanuel,  Catharine,  Hannah  and  Sallie. 
The  writer  had  seen  the  last  two  girls  when  a  small  boy. 
The  oldest  son  disappeared  from  his  home  and  nothing  was 
afterwards  heard  Irom  him  nor  was  there  ever  any  revela¬ 
tion  as  to  his'  fate. 


Abraham,  oldest  son  of  Abraham,  remained  at  the  hotel 
and  continued  farming.  1L‘  married  Ann  Maria  \\  eidman  and 
had  two  sons  and  one  daughter,  John  \V.,  Abraham  and  Cath¬ 
arine.  Abraham  was  known  intimately  as  “big  Abe”,  lie 
was  married  to  Lydia  Levan. 

John,  second  son  of  Abraham,  was  married  to  b.lizabclh, 
daughter  of  Daniel  Lehman  ot  IVquea.  She  could  speak 
Kiigdish  fluently  and  was  known  as  the  most  beautiful  mar-

ried  woman  in  all  Karl  Township.  She  was  oi  medium 
height  and  rather  light  weight,  was  quite  active  and  had  her 
rosy,  cheeks  and  smiling  lace  in  her  eighties.  An  uncle  of 
the  writer  told  him  that  she  wore  gay  clothing  and  this  uncle 
visited  much  at  her  home  when  a  small  boy  (she  being  his 
grandmother)  and  at  evening  when  she  put  him  to  bed  she 
always  taught  him  to  say  his  prayers. 
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Samuel,  the  impotent  son  of  Abraham,  was  a  very  bright 
boy  and  young  man  and  of  gnat  physical  strength.  At  the 
age  of  nineteen,  one  ver\  hot  day  he  was  pitching  hay  in  the 
meadow  and  when  he  was  very  much  over  heated  he  came  to 
a  spring  of  cold  water  and  plunged  into  it.  This  chilled  his 
blood  and  brought  on  a  brain  storm  and  afterwards  he  was 
subject  to  some  sort  of  “spvils  “  lie  was  aware  ot  this  weak¬ 
ness  and  so  w  hen  he  felt  a  “spell”  coining  on  he  would  ask  to 
he  tied  and  locked  to  a  special  ring  that  was  placed  in  the 
upstairs  especially  for  this  purpose.  In  this  way  he  would  do 
no  harm,  neither  to  himself  nor  to  any  other  person.  I  le  was 
supported  by  his  older  brothers  as  was  stipulated  in  In's 
father’s  will. 

Elizabeth  married  Michael  Ouickel  and  lived  on  the  farm 
she  received  as  her  share  from  lur  father’s  estate  in  Cumber¬ 
land  County,  I ’a.,  but  the  location  of  the  farm  is  n<  w  on  C<>- 
colamas  Creek  in  Juinata  County,  which  was  then  a  part  of 
Cumberland  t Aunty. 

Maria  and  Salome  remained  single. 

John  remained  on  Mr  home  farm  and  had  two  sons  and 
one  daughter.  Mis  oldest  son,  John,  was  married  to  a  first 
cousin  of  his,  Catharine,  daughter  of  \1  raham  and  Maria. 
\\  udman  Korney.  W  hen  he  wa-  i  n  1  fourteen  years  of  age 
he  was  driving  a  lour  hoi  st  team  and  a.  large  Conestoga  cov- 
ever  wagon,  hauling  wheat  and  I’h  ur  to  I  Miiladelphia  and 
bringing  l  ack  merchandise  in  return.  Alter  his  marriage  lit 
was  having  a  In  It  1  at  Karlville  which  is  now  I'almage.  Mis 
second  sou,  Levi,  was  litst  married  to  India  Killer  who  died 
the  first  year  alt<  r  her  mam.ige.  Levi  afterwards  married 
Maria  Rupp,  daughtc  r  of  Ahrah;  m  Rupp  and  Kii/abilh  Kurt/. 
Me  lived  on  the  farm  until  ibCg)  at  which  time  lie  sold  it.  Mis 
entire  family  was  L  rn  on  the  homestead.  Me  intended  to 
move  to  Virginia  so  with  three  of  Ins  sins  lu  drove  t<»  Vir- 
ginia  in  a  carriage  and  there  made  a  c«  ntract  for  a  farm. 
Idowever.  after  returning  home  one  of  tin*  mip  persuaded  him 
not  to  take  the  Virginia  land  and  :<>  he  forfeited  the  money 
he  had  paid  on  it  and  tlun  1  ought  a  fine  farm  near  T.itit/.  and 
there  reared  his  family.  His  s<  ns  all  remained  farmers  with 
the  exception  of  John,  who  was  a  cattle  dealer.  The  first 
five  generations  were  practically  all  farmers.  In  the  first 
four  generations  in  the  line  of  tile  ohhst  son  not  one  became 
a  member  of  any  church  organization.  They  were  a  law- 
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abiding  and  quiet,  peaceable  people.  They  w  ere  God-fearing 
and  revered  Him,  observing  the  returning  of  thanks  before 
partaking  of  their  meals.  They  ow  ned  Bibles  and  Testaments 
as  appears  in  the  inventory  and  appraisal  of  their  goods. 

The  sons  of  Abraham  Forney  to  the  fourth  generation 
were  heavy  and  tall  in  stature.  John  \V.  and  his  brother 
Abraham,  who  was  more  particularly  known  as  “Big  Abe" 
were  especially  well  l.uilt.  John  \V.  was  six  feet,  three  inches 
and  Abe  must  have  been  some  taller. 

Abraham  Forney  was  married  to  Lydia  Levan  and  moved 
to  Schafferstown,  La.,  and  was  there  having  a  hotel  and  only 
reached  the  age  of  thirty-seven  years.  Mis  widow  was  his 
only  survivor. 

John  \Y.  Forney  married  Barbara  B.  Baker  and  remained 
on  the  father’s  place  and  continued  the  hotel  business  during 
the  remainder  of  his  life,  lie  had  been  buving  and  wiling* 
considerable  real  estate  and  was  also  quite  successful  deal¬ 
ing  in  cattle.  During  the  summer  and  fall  season  he  would 
go  west  and  bring-  from  there  herds  of  cattle  and  sell  them 
to  the  farmers  for  winter  feeding  and  then  in  the  spring  he 
would  buy  them  again  and  take  tin  m  to  the  Lhiladclphi.a 
market.  In  those  days  the  cattle  had  to  be  transported  by 
foot  in  large  herds  as  there  were  no  railroads.  Travel  then 
was  by  stage  coach,  carriage,  horseback  and  much  b\  walk¬ 


ing. 

John  \V.  had  three  sons  and  six  daughters.  William,  his 
oldest  son  was  married  to  Catharine  ( waybill  and  he-  had  a 
hotel  at  “Fiddler’s  Green”  now  known  as  Xeltsville.  William 
borne)-  had  one  son  and  one  datighui.  The  son,  Graybiil 
Forney,  when  he  reached  manhood  was  also  having  a  hotel  in 
llarlville  now  known  as  Talmage,  for  lourteen  years.  Mis 
remains  are  in  the  Carpenter  cemetery. 

In  the  line  of  Abraham  Fornev  of  the  third  generation 
there  are  no  male  members  living  by  the  name  Form  y  and 
only  t w'o  girls  who  were  Torn  in  the  Kornev  name  so  in  that 
line  the  name  became  extinct. 


JOIIX  W.  FORNEY  BARBARA  BAKER  FORNEY 
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ABRAHAM  B.  FORNEY 


Abraham  B.  Forney,  one  of  the  three  sons  of  John  \Y. 
and  Barbara  Baker  Forney,  was  born  September  26,  1809, 
and  was  married  March  21,  1837  to  Mary  Lane,  born  May 
18,  1809.  Mr,  Forney  moved  to  Willow  (Men  Farm,  near 
Riverton,  Warren  County,  Virginia,  some  years  prior  to  the 
Confederate  outbreak  of  war.  lie  lived  on  Winchester  Pike 
•  or  main  road  where  the  Northern  and  Southern  armies  would 
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pass  on  their  offensive  and  defensive  marches  and  several 
times  was  between  the  two  armies  in  their  skirmishes  or  bat¬ 
tles.  On  these  occasions  he  was  advised  by  an  officer  to  take 
his  family  in  the  chimney  corner  or  cellar  and  remain  there 
until  the  guns  ceased  firing-  and  danger  was  over. 

Mr.  Forney  always  told  the  generals  of  either  army  that 
he  was  a  Union  man  and  a  staunch  Republican  from  the  Old 
Whig  party  for  which  Lancaster  County,  La.,  always  was  and 
is  now  famous,  and  that  he  could  not  divert  from  that  as  he 
had  some  real  estate  interest  in  Lancaster  County.  He  was 
always  respected  by  the  generals  of  the  Southern  army  and 
treated  with  more  consideration  by  them  than  by  the  Yan¬ 
kees  though  the  same  hospitality  was  meted  out  to  both  arm¬ 
ies  alike,  i  hiring  the  encampment  of  an  arniv  near  his  home 
the  official  staff  seemed  always  to  be  entertained  in  his 
home  so  that  he  was  on  speaking  terms  with  both  sides  and 
did  enjoy  the  fellowship  of  each  one  at  different  times.  This 
was  truly  a  unique  situation  for  one  whose  sympathy  was 
with  the  Union'.  The  feature  that  saved  him  “bodily”  was 
that  he  always  told  the  truth  and  from  the  beginning  to  the 
end  always  told  one  and  the  same  story.  On  one  occasion 
his  vote  was  refused  because  of  high  sentiment  existing  at 
that  particular  time.  But  after  making  a  speech  and  telling 
the  crowd  assembled  what  a  true  American  was  and  that  this 
was  the  land  of  the  brave  and  free,  Mr. Forney  was  tapped  on 
the  shoulders,  called“a  good  citizen”  and  told  to  vote  as  he 
pleased.  Besides  his  vote  there  were  six  others  polled  in 
the  county  at  this  date  “solid  Republicans.” 


On  the  last  Southern  campaign  coming  north  Mr.  For¬ 
ney’s  property  was  all  destroyed  except  the  house.  1  lis 
barns,  saw-mill,  brick  manufacturing  buildings  and  lime  sheds 
were  all  burned.  This  was  done  by  the  stragglers  of  the 
Southern  army  and  was  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  head 
generals.  In  the  destruction  of  his  pig  pens  the  pigs  began 
to  run  and  he  had  some  Chester  Whites  imported  from  Lan¬ 
caster  County,  Pa.,  and  these  white  ones  made  good  targets  in 
the  night  and  none  escaped  excepting  a  few  black  ones.  In 
one  of  the  campaigns  they  stole  most  nf  Mrs.  Forney’s  chick¬ 
ens  and  after  they  were  gone  by  she  gathered  up  the  re¬ 
maining  chickens  and  placed  them  on  the  garret  of  her  large 
house  and  fed  them  there.  Then  after  some  defeat  the  army 
was  retreating  and  in  passing  by  Mr.  Forney's  house  a  rooster 
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that  was  anion"  the  hens  crowed  and  the  soldiers  having 
heard  it  went  into  the  house  and  up  to  the  attic  and  took  all 
of  Mrs.  Forney’s  precious,  stowed  away  chickens. 

When  the  army  was  marching  north  they  told  Mr.  Forney 
that  they  were  going  into  his  country  to  get  some  fat  cat¬ 
tle  from  the  Pennsylvania  Dutch  Yankees,  he  thereupon  told 
them  to  be  careful  or  they  would  come  hack  with  a  bee  in 
their  ears.  When  defeated  and  on  their  return  they  said:  “Ah! 
You  can’t  grip  the  Dutch.” 


June  first  to  the  fourteenth  in  1863,  marks  the  time  w  hen 
Gen.  R.  If.  Millrov  and  ten  thousand  men  holding  Winchester. 
Col.  A.  F.  Me  Reynolds  and  his  cavalry  scouts  patroled  the 
valley  as  far  as  Front  Royal.  The  Front  Royal  road  from 
Winchester  passes  by  Mr.  Forney’s  farm  and  through  River¬ 
ton.  The  12th  Pennsylvania  cavalry  in  charge  of  Lieut. -Col. 
Moss,  to  the  number  of  four  hundred  strong  went  out  and 
returned  with  the  report  that  they  had  been  stopped  bv  a 
rebel  force.  Gen.  Millroy  refused  to  credit  the  story  insist¬ 
ing  that  they  had  been  too  easily  frightened  and  that  if  any 
such  force  could  he  there  he  should  have  heard  of  its  ap¬ 
proach  from  Gen.  Hooker  or  Gen.  llalleck.  Nevertheless,  he 
advised  McReynolds  to  look  carefully.  Next  morning  (  (line 
13,  Saturday),  however,  his  patrols  on  the  Front  Roval  road 
reported  the  enemy  advancing  in  large  forces  whereupon  G<n. 
Millroy  signaled  McReynolds  to  join  him  while  he  sent  out  a 
considerable  force  on  either  road  to  learn  what  was  “brew¬ 
ing.”  Gen.  Millroy  was  in  command  in  the  Shenandoah  X’al- 
ley  under  Gen.  Schenek  as  department  commander  at  Palti- 
more.  O11  June  12  (Friday)  some  of  Gen.  Millroy’s  army 
were  in  hard  pressed  quarters  at  Riverton  on  the  Front  Royal 
road  and  the  night  being  dark  they  did  not  know  the  way  out 
so  they  called  on  Mr.  Forney  at  midnight  to  pilot  them 
through  Manassas  Gap  out  of  danger  from  the  pursuing  reb¬ 
el  forces.  He  made  an  excuse  that  it  might  cost  him  his  life 
but  this  availed  nothing.  They  put  him  on  a  horse  and  he 
led  the  army  through  the  mountain  pass  on  the  darkest  of 
nights.  “Thank  you”  was  his  reward,  and  with  his  breath  in 
his  throat  he  returned  to  his  home  the  next  morning  on  his 
horse.  Some  neighbors  having  seen  him  said  :  “Why  Mr. 
Forney,  where  have  you  been  so  early  this  morning?"  He 
answered:  “I  piloted  the  Yankees.”  Of  course  this  was  a 
dreadful  thing  to  do  in  the  hot  bed  of  the  Rebellion  and  they 
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threatened  to  hang  him  or  punish  him  severely  but  it  all 
bridged  over  and  no  harm  was  done  to  him.  Some  hooted 
at  him,  “Ha!  ha!  Mr.  Forney,  you  think  for  the  favor  you 
did  for  them,  in  return,  when  you  get  to  Washington,  they 
will  give  you  anything  you  ask.” 


After  the  war  ended  Mr.  Forney  put  in  a  claim  to  the  gov¬ 
ernment  for  an  amount  of  about  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
to  cover  the  loss  of  his  destroyed  property  but  to  this  date 
no  allowances  have  been  made.  Some  people  say  that  the 
heirs  will  get  it  some  day! 


During  this  time  Mrs.  Forney  went  North  to  Lancaster 
•County,  Pennsylvania,  being  accompanied  by  her  daughter, 
Fmaline,  who  was  then  about  eight  years  of  age.  She  had  a 
pass  from  the  Union  General  to  pass  through  the  picket 
lines.  They  walked  from  Winchester  to  Martinsburg,  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  twenty-two  miles.  Lmaline’s  dress  had  some  fancy 
decorations  on  the  shoulders  and  she  was  advised  to  take  this 
•off  lest  it  would  attract  attention  and  make  them  conspicuous 
in  passing  through  the  enemy’s  lines.  Dearly  as  "lie  loved 
this  frock  Miss  Fmaline  complied  with  the  officer’s  request 
and  only  in  years  afterwards  could  she  forgive  but  it  was 
hard  to  forget.  While  in  Lancaster  County,  Mrs.  Forney 
heard  a  rumor  that  her  husband  had  been  shot  and  of  course 
to  substantiate  the  rumor  she  hurried  home  only  to  find  him 
sitting  on  the  veranda  of  his  house  peacefully  smoking  a  cigar. 

Some  years  after  the  war,  Mr.  Forney  sold  his  Virginia 
farms  as  he  had  fallen  heir  to  the  old  hotel  and  farm  from 
his  father’s  estate,  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  He 
did  not  like  the  hotel  business  and  in  lSyt  sold  the  form  of 
acres  with  a  two  story  (part  stone  and  part  frame')  Tavern 
which  was  erected  by  his  great  grandfather,  Abraham  Forney 
in  1765,  together  with  the  stone  gable  bank  barn  built  by  his 
father,  John  W.  Forney  in  1822  to  Jacob  L.  Frb  and  whose 
heirs  in  1888  conveyed  the  property  to  Daniel  R.  Braekbill. 
On  July  17,  1908  the  old  hotel  was  destroyed  by  fire.  It  was 
soon  rebuilt  by  a  frame  structure  on  the  same  foundation  and 
a  picture  is  shown  in  this  book  of  the  present  hotel  and  barn 
located  on  the  corners  of  Lancaster,  Reading  and  Newport 
road  intersection. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Forney  had  a  family  of  ten  children  blit 
•only  one  lived  to  attain  womanhood.  The  parents  lived  to 
the  advanced  ages  of  eighty-five  and  eighty-one  years  re- 
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spectfully.  Their  remains  were  laid  to  rest  in  the  grave  yard 
on  the  old  Lane  farm  adjoining-  Lane’s  church  between  Neffs- 
ville  and  Oregon. 

The  only  descendants  now  living-  are  the  two  daughters 
and  the  one  son  of  the  late  Walter  Johns  and  his  wife  Emaline 
Forney,  namely  Miss  Mary  Lane  Johns,  Virginia,  wife  of 
John  F.  Nissley,  and  children,  Virginia  Johns  and  Mary  Dell, 
and  Walter  Johns,  all  of  Lancaster,  Pa. 
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THE  FAMILY  OF  LEVI  FORNEY 

Levi  Forney  reared  his  family  on  the  new  homestead 
near  Lititz.  In  this  family  we  liiul  that  all  the  children  be¬ 
came  members  of  some  church  organization  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  one  who  remained  single  and  died  at  middle  age.  The 
oldest  son  was  a  member  of  the  Mennonite  church  and  the 
remainder  were  all  affiliated  with  the  Brethren  church  form¬ 
erly  known  as  Dunkards. 

Levi  Forney’s  remains  were  laid  away  at  the  cemetery  of 
Erb’s  church  in  Penn  Township,  Lancaster  County,  Pa. 

In  the  sixth  generation  we  find  some  leaving-  the  farms 
and  following  other  occupations,  and  we  also  find  one  of 
them  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  and  in  the  seventh  generation 
we  find  several  more  became  ministers. 

All  tlie  children  of  Levi  Forney  remained  and  were  oc¬ 
cupied  on  the  farms  raising  farm  products,  and  a  number  of 
them  were  regular  attendants  at  the  Lancaster  product  mar¬ 
ket.  They  were  all  prosperous  and  built  up  for  themselves 
comfortable  homes.  They  were  all  married  excepting  one 
who  was  engaged  in  the  cattle  trading  business,  and  remained 
in  his  father’s  home  and  died  there.  1 1  is  remains  were  placed 
in  the  Erb’s  cemetery  in  Penn  Township.

THE  FAMILY  OF  JOSEPH  G.  FORNEY 

Joseph  G.  Forney,  of  Lancaster,  is  now  one  of  the  fore¬ 
most  men  of  the  day  in  that  city  and  county,  his  extensive 
activities  in  real  estate  and  insurance  and  his  prominence  i.i 
the  world  of  finance  placing-  him  as  an  outstanding  figure  in 
the  city  affairs  of  Lancaster.  Levi  Forney,  grandfather  of 
Joseph  G.  Forney,  was  horn  on  the  homestead,  hut  later  in  life 
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removed  to  Penn  township  and  there  established  this  branch 
of  the  family.  Joseph  R.  Korney,  father  of  |.  G.  Forney,  was 
horn  cm  the  original  homestead  near  Hrownstown,  removing 
to  Penn  township  in  his  boyhood,  with  the  family,  lie  be¬ 
came  a  thrifty  and  successful  fanner,  and  reared  thirteen 
children  to  whom  he  was  devoted,  eight  of  whom  are  now 
living-.  He  died  in  1908  at  the  age  of  seventy-four  years. 

Joseph  G.  Korney  was  horn  at  the  homestead  in  Penn 
township,  July  24,  1876.  His  elementary  education  was  ac¬ 
quired  in  the  district  public  school,  and  he  later  attended  the 
Millersville  Normal  school,  completing-  his  studies  with  a 
special  course  at  the  Perkiomen  Seminary,  at  Pennsburg, 
which  he  finished  in  1901.  After  teaching  school  for  a  few 
years,  Mr.  Forney  spent  several  years  in  the  west,  acting-  as 
branch  manager  for  the  Geiscr  Manufacturing  Company,  first 
at  Indianapolis.  Indiana,  then  being  transferred  to  Lincoln, 
Nebraska,  thence  to  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  and  finally  to 
Louisville,  'Kentucky,  returning  to  Lancaster  in  1907.  Mr. 
Forney  opened  an  office  on  January  first  of  that  year,  estab¬ 
lishing-  his  present  business  in  real  estate  and  insurance.  Karly 
advancing  to  the  front  rank  in  his  chosen  field,  he  has  de- 
veloped  a  business  which  is  one  of  the  most  important  in  that 
part  of  the  state. 

In  various  branches  of  organized  endeavor  Mr.  Forney 
is  a  leader  of  progressive  activities,  lie  is  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  the  Directors  of  the  Agricultural  Trust  and  Savings 
Company  of  Lancaster,  one  of  the  leading  financial  institu¬ 
tions  of  the  County.  For  a  number  of  vears  he  has  also  been 
a  director  of  the  Lancaster  Chamber  of  Commerce,  having- 
been  elected  President  of  this  organization  in  1925.  He  is 
also  President  of  the  Lancaster  Reid  Instate  Board  and  an 
efficient  worker  for  its  growth  and  progress.  He  i>  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Federal  (exchange  Automobile  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany  of  Reading,  Pa.,  and  for  thirteen  years  he  has  been  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Lancaster  Automobile  Club  of  Lancaster,  Pa., 
and  is  a  member  of  the  KiwanG  C  lub  of  Lancaster. 

Fraternally,  he  is  a  member  of  all  the  Masonic  bodies 
up  to  the  thirty-second  degree  and  his  clubs  are  the  I  lam- 
ilton.  Country  and  Shrine  of  Lancaster,  serving  the  last 
named  as  President.

Abraham  R.  Forney  was  burn  in  West  Earl  Township  on 
the  old  Forney  homestead,  January  1827.  lie  was  reared 
on  this  farm,  lie  spent  part  of  his  boyhood  fishing-  in  the 
Cocalico  Creek  and  he  often  related  stories  of  these  times 
in  the  later  days  ot  his  lile. 

When  a  small  hoy  he  had  a  regular  weekly  errand  carry- 
mg-  a  loaf  of  bread  to  an  old  Indian  w  ho  had  a  hut  built  in  the 
'woodland  across  the  creek  at  the  northwest  part  ot  the  tarm. 
llis  grandmother  always  baked  an  extra  loaf  for  the  Indian, 
and  Aby  than  take  it  to  him. 

He  was  married  A I  a  14,  1846.  in  Lancaster,  to  Anna 
Keller  and  the  following  year  he  rented  a  farm  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty  acres  in  West  Donegal  Township  on  which  farm 
he  spent  thirty-nine  years  as  a  renter.  In  1886  he  made  sale 
of  his  farming  implements  and  stock  and  bought  a  home  in 
Elizabethtown,  Pa.,  and  lived  there  in  a  retired  life.  A  few 
years  later  he  bought  the  farm  he  had  lived  on  from  the  Cross 
•estate. 
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Mr.  Forney  was  a  school  director  in  West  Donegal  Town¬ 
ship.  He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Elizabethtown  Ex¬ 
change  Bank  which  institution  was  organized  in  1887  and  at 
which  time  he  served  as  director  and  vice-president  of  the  in¬ 
stitution  and  later  was  elected  its  president. 

Mr.  Forney  was  a  well  preserved  man  and  reached  the 
age  of  eightv-two  years  ^At.  his  death  his  body  was  placed 
in  the  family  lot  at  Mount  Cemetery  by  the  side  of  his  wife, 
who  had  died  eight  years  before.

J.  K.  Forney  was  born  December  1,  1850,  in  West  Done¬ 
gal  Township,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  lie  spent 
his  boyhood  and  young  manhood  days  on  the  farm,  which 
is  characteristic  of  some  of  our  most  prominent  and  success¬ 
ful  business  men.  For  a  few  months  each  winter  he  availed 
himself  of  the  advantages  of  the  public  school  education  at 
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Pleasant  llill  School,  West  Donegal  Township,  Lancaster 
County.  This  was  the  only  educational  opportunity  afforded 
him  and  the  curriculum  of  this  school  was  very  limited  in 
those  days  offering-  only  a  few  branches  of  study  which  were 
spelling,  reading,  writing,  geography  and  arithmetic. 

Mr.  Forney,  as  a  boy  remained  at  his  home  with  his 
parents,  visiting  the  grand  parents  twice  a  year.  I'ntil  the 
age  of  twenty  he  was  outside  of  Lancasted  Countv  only  four 
times,  at  those  times  making  trips  to  1  Iarrisburg,  Reading, 
Lebanon  and  the  river  hills  of  York  County.  At  the  age  of 
twenty  he  made  a  t rip  west,  going  as  far  as  Chicago.  This 
was  the  same  year  of  the  great  fire.  On  this  same  trip  he 
also  visited  St.  Louis.  There  was  then  no  bridge  there  to 
cross  the  Mississippi  River,  the  first  piers  for  the  Fads  bridge 
being  then  in  construction.  Mr.  Forney  returned  home  the 
fall  of  that  year,  went  to  school  part  of  the  winter  and  again 
went  west  the  next  summer  visiting  Chicago  and  seeing  what 
remained  intact  and  the  balance  in  ruins  and  ashes.  This 
time  he  returned  home  during  corn  harvesting  period.  The 
following  winter  lie  went  to  the  mountain  districts  working  at 
the  construction  of  railroads.  He  also  assisted  as  a  mechanic 
in  the  Round  House,  at  Renova,  Pa.  The  following  year  he 
was  home  on  the  farm  with  his  parents  and  was  married  to 
Annie  S.  Hoffman  on  October  2,  1873.  In  1873  he  began 
farming,  making  a  specialty  of  marketing  at  Marietta  and 
Columbia  until  the  spring  of  1879.  At  that  time  he  and  his 
family  moved  to  Kansas  where  in  1878  he  had  purchased  a 
farm.  There  as  a  Pennsylvania  tanner  he  tilled  the  Kan¬ 
sas  soil.  His  chief  concern  was  his  individual  home  making 
and  prosperity.  Upon  his  arrival  he  began  to  build  a  house 
and  later  a  good  barn  and  other  buildings  to  shelter  his 
flocks.  He  remained  on  the  farm  eleven  years  and  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  his  farming  he  operated  a  steam  threshing  outfit  for 
eight  years  and  two  years  he  used  horse  power. 

While  on  the  farm  the  cows  increased  and  the  butter  and 
the  eggs  were  taken  to  the  stores  in  Abilene  to  get  in  trade 
provisions  and  goods  and  the  credit  balance  increased  above 
that  of  the  needs  and  so  these  farmers  began  to  look  for  a 
different  outlet.  One  hot  day  in  August,  1885,  in  the  shade 
of  a  box-elder  tree  was  held  a  meeting  attended  by  J.  F. 
Nissley,  Fli  and  Christian  Hoffman,  N.  (i.  Hershey  and  J.  K. 
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Forney.  All  of  these  men  had  been  identified  with  the  dairy 
in  Lancaster  County  and  they  decided  tc  have  Mr.  J.  K.  For* 
ney  make  an  investigation  of  the  creameries  when  he  should 
visit  his  home  place  in  Lancaster  County,  La.,  which  visit 
took  place  in  the  winter  of  1885  and  1886. 

The  following  is  a  quotation  from  the  Kansas  City,  Mo.. 
Journal,  November  26,  1916;  “And  to  repeat  ).  K.  Korney's 
story  of  his  impression  of  those  pioneer  Lancaster  County 
creameries  which  led  him  into  near  doubt  whether  a  large 
industry  could  ever  be  built  with  their  meager  equipment  is 
a  foundation  would  require  an  interesting  chapter  all  by  it¬ 
self.”  The  impression  was  this.  One  cold,  almost  zero 
weather,  morning  he  took  a  two  mile  walk  through  the  snowy 
fields  to  a  creamery  and  the  milk  was  slow  in  coming  in  but 
finally  the  separator  was  started  and  the  cream  came  out  of 
the  spout  in  a  thread  about  the  size  of  a  straw  so  that  it  took 
a  long  tiipe  to  cover  the  bottom  of  the  vat.  By  inquiring  from 
some  who.  were  in  the  business  and  w  ho  had  made  a  failure 
of  it  Mr.  Forney  arrived  at  the  “near  doubt”  stage  referred 
to  in  the  Kansas  City  paper.  However,  Mr.  Forney  returned 
to  Abilene  and  a  second  meeting  was  held  bv  the  same  par¬ 
ties  mentioned  above  and  they  started  their  little  plant  on 
November  24,  1886  at  Belle  Springs,  Kansas,  twelve  miles 
southeast  of  .Abilene.  Air.  Kornev  moved  from  his  farm  Oc¬ 
tober  20,  1889  to  Abilene.  By  this  time  they  had  built  a  new 
and  somewhat  larger  plant  in  Abilene  into  which  industry  he 
put  all  his  energy.  First  he  worked  as  an  assistant  and  later 
as  a  butter  maker.  In  1894  he  was  made  secretary  and  man¬ 
ager  which  office  he  held  until  1899  when  his  son  Klmer  11. 
Forney  took  the  management  of  the  creamery.  Air.  J.  K. 
Forney  was  later  elected  president,  which  office  he  still 
holds.  To  the  original  creamery  building  were  added  new 
buildings  in  1902  and  completed  in  1903  and  also  in  1906  and 
1908.  The  business  has  grown  to  include  poultry  and  eggs, 
the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  and  ice  and  the  establishment 
of  a  cold  storage  plant  and  poultry  feeding  plant. 

Air.  Forney  has  been  visiting  much  in  his  time.  In  the 
interest  of  his  business  and  for  various  other  reasons  he  has 
been  in  all  of  the  forty  eight  states  of  the  Cnion.  lie  has 
crossed  the  Rocky  Alountains  eleven  times  and  the  .Alleghe¬ 
nies  more  than  forty  times.  lie  also  made  a  trip  around  the 
world  going  eastward.  In  that  year  he  traveled  thirty-five 
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thousand  miles,  twenty-four  thousand  miles  by  water  and 
eleven  thousand  miles  on  land.  He  traveled  six  thousand 
miles  in  India  at  an  expense  of  $39.40  for  the  railroad  ticket. 
]  i is  entire  cost  for  the  year’s  travel  was  $532.40  which  amount 
included  ship  and  car  fare,  hotel  and  incidental  expenses 
amounted  to  about  $500.00.  This  trip  was  made  in  the  winter 
of  1898  and  1899.

The  year  1901  marks  Mr.  Korney’s  first  visit  to  the  old 
Forney  homestead  which  they  received  from  the  Penns,  the 
proprietors  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.  He  then  began  to 
search  for  record  and  dates  of  the  early  Korney  immigrants 
and  to  arrange  the  same  into  a  book  of  genealogy  together 
with  history  obtained  from  records  and  some  from  tradition. 
In  the  research  he  found  that  two  Korney  families  lived  in 
Lancaster  County  in  the  years  shortly  after  1723  but  no  def¬ 
inite  time  could  be  obtained  of  their  landing.  Jn  his  own 
line  was  Peter  Forney  who  lived  on  the  banks  of  the  Cocalico 
Creek  in  Earl  Township  and  the  other  was  John  Forney  who 
died  April  1769  but  who  also  lived  on  tin*  banks  of  the  Cocali- 
•co  Creek  in  Cocalico  Township  near  Reamstown. 
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All  the  descendants  of  these  families  have  "one  from  this 

o 

locality  and  from  Mr.  Forney’s  ancestors  it  was  handed  down 
that  these  two  families  of  Forneys  were  no  relatives. 

In  civic  affairs  Mr.  Forney  was  one  of  the  first  water 
commissioners  of  the  city  of  Abilene  and  also  served  as  util¬ 
ity  commissioner  at  the  time  when  Abilene  started  on  the 
•commission  form  of  government.  Hi*  was  always  interested 
in  helping  to  improve  the  city  for  the  good  of  his  fellow  men. 
lie  was  also  elected  one  of  the  trustee  s  of  the  Abilene  Ccm- 
try  Association  of  which  organization  he  is  a  member  at  this 


writing. 

At  the  age  of  twenty-seven  he  became  a  believer  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  his  personal  Savior  through  the  merits 
of  IJis  atoning  blood  that  was  shed  on  the  cross  lor  whoso¬ 
ever  will  accept  Him.  Jle  has  been  a  member  of  the  Brethren 
in  Christ  church  earlier  known  as  the  River  Brethren.  'Plus 
is  his  testimony  copied  from  a  paper  in  his  old  Bible:  “The 
offering  .and  sacrifice  on  the  Cross,  God  has  accepted  as  a 
sweet  smelling  savour  and  the  proof  of  its  acceptance  is 
furnished  to  angels,  men  and  devils  in  the  fact  that  God  ha- 
raised  Jlim  from  the  dead.  Nothing  can  be  added  to  the  ef¬ 
ficiency  of  that  atoning  sacrifice.  Nothing  can  be  added  to 
the  completeness  of  that  finished  work.  Nothing  can  be  add¬ 
ed  to  the  value  of  that  precious  blood.  Any  attempt  to  add 
something  of  our  own  in  the  way  of  feelings,  repentance, 
good  resolutions,  charitable  deeds  or  ecclesiastical  ordinances 
that  salvation  may  be  rendered  more  certain  and  secure  is  an 
insult  to  God  and  a  dishonor  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  a 
grief  to  the  lloly  Spirit.  Repentance,  faith,  a  new  birth  and 
holiness;  these  are  all  great  and  glorious  gifts  all  purchased 
by  the  blood  divine  for  which  1  adore  and  praise  a  triune  God, 
still  none  of  them  atoned  for  my  sins.  Repentance  did  not 
die  for  me;  faith  did  not  die  for  me;  holiness  did  not  die  for 
me;  my  confidence  is  not  in  the  gift  but  in  Giver — the  eter¬ 
nal  Son  of  God  who  took  mv  nature  as  my  substitute  and  in 
that  atoned  for  my  sins.  On  his  finished  work  alone  does 
my  soul  rely  for  pardon,  holiness  and  heaven  and  lie  only  is 
made  unto  me  wisdom,  righteousness,  sanctification  and  re¬ 
demption.”

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JOHN  WEIN  FORNEY 

John  Wein  Forney,  an  American  journalist  and  politician, 
was  born  at  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  on  September  30,  1817. 
He  was  apprenticed  to  a  printer  in  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania 
in  1833.  In  1840  he  published  the  Intelligencer  and  Journal 
■of  that  city,  a  Democratic  paper  and  in  1845  became  sur¬ 
veyor  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia  and  was  editor  of  the  Penn¬ 
sylvanian,  a  paper  published  in  Philadelphia.  From  1851  to 
1855  he  was  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  at  W  ash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  and  in  1856  was  elected  chairman  of  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Democratic  state  committee.  In  1859  he  was  again 
elected  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  in  1861  be¬ 
came  secretary  of  the  United  States  Senate.  In  1871-72  he 
became  collector  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  He  was  editor 
of  the  Washington  Union  in  1851.  of  the  Philadelphia  Press 
in  1857,  ol  Washington  Chronicle  in  1859,  and  of  Progress,  a 
weekly  journal  published  in  Philadelphia,  in  1879.  He  died  in 
Philadelphia  December  9,  1881  and  his  remains  are  buried  in 
the  Laurel  Hill  cemetery,  Philadelphia,  Pa.

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MONUMENT  UNVEILED 
Unveil  Tablet  to  Ancestors  of  Forney  Family 

One  hundred  and  three  members  of  the  Forney  family 
held  a  reunion  on  Friday  morning-,  May  40,  1919,  near  Browns - 
town,  and  unveiled  a  monument  to  the  illustrious  dead  of  the 
family  burial  ground  there.  Five  of  the  forebears  of  the  old 
house  fought  with  Washington’s  army  in  the  Revolutionary 
War.  There  were  two  I'eters,  Abe  senior  and  junior,  and 
John  Forney.  The  monument  which  is  6  feet  high  and  of 
Vermont  granite  was  unveiled  with  due  ceremony  and  an  in¬ 
teresting  program  had  been  prepared  which  included  the  for¬ 
mation  of  a  permanent  association  by  the  Forney  family.

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LETTER  FROM  REV.  PETER  FORNEY 

J.  K.  Forney, 

Abilene,  Kansas. 

Dear  Sir:  Your  letter  of  inquiry  came  to  hand  today; 
contents  perused.  In  answer  will  say  I  know  but  very  little 
.about  my  ancestors.  I  was  the  youngest  of  my  father’s  fam¬ 
ily  and  never  heard  very  much  of  our  ancestry.  Mv  father 
had  three  brothers,  Abraham,  Christian  and  Peter.  They  all 
went  west  to  Ohio  in  early  days.  I  don’t  know  that  they 
-ever  came  back.  When  my  father  died  in  1846  they  did  not 
know  where  to  write  to  inform  any  of  them.  But  after  my 
brother  John  moved  to  Nebraska  or  Kansas,  he  came  across 
Uncle  Peter  who  was  the  youngest  of  my  uncles,  and  was 
then  ninety  years  old.  My  father  John  was  an  elder  in  our 
-church  and  traveled  considerably  in  his  time  and  was  then 
the  only  Forney  family  in  Sommerset  County,  Pa.  1  was 
37  years  old  when  my  father  died.  What  part  of  Germany  my 
ancestors  came  from,  I  am  not  able  to  tell  but  think  they 
lived  in  eastern  Pennsylvania.  Sometime  as  they  said  we  have 
some  relatives  there.  My  father  spelled  his  name  in  German 
Fahrney  and  in  English  Forney,  so  of  course  the  children  all 
were  Forneys  and  not  Fahrney.
